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REMARKS. 


It is the pleasare of your Committee to report that your schools 
have been successful during the year. Most of the schools have 
been eminently successful and there has been no marked failure. 
Teachers have been faithfu!, but in some instances their useful- 
ness has been Wiminished by lack of thorough qualification for the 
work of teaching. 

It is now a law of our state that “teachers shall be examined 
in Physiology and Hygiene, with special reference to the effects 
of alcoholic drinks and narcotics upon the human system.” And 
it is required that instruction in this branch be given in all schools 
sufficiently advanced. Your Committee feels that this is an im- 
portant step in the right direction and measures have been adopt- 
ed to meet the demands of the law as far as circumstances would 
admit. It is hoped it will receive due attenticn in years to come. 

Several of the back districts have enjoyed an increased amount 
of schovuling this year by reason of the money divided among them 
taken from No. 4. 

Something of this kind must be done for these districts as long 
as the schools of the town are managed under the district system. 

In submitting this report I feel it is very incomplete, owing to 
the shortness of the time allowed in making it up and the fact 
that so many of the schools are yet keeping.
